Wa»hinotox, May 'JO. -Tba report of the 
Select Committee of the Houae on tho Con. 
•tltutlonal amendment providing for tha 
election of a eecoud Vice Prealdont give* 
aomo lutere.tlng hiatorlca! facu, which, al- 
•iiough familiar to all, are quite Inlereatlng 
when groii|ied aa they are in the report. 
Out of eighteen peraona elected to the preal- 
deutlal office four have died before tilling 
out their reapectlvo terms aa President, 
three of tbem during the drat year of their 
term, and the other durlug the second year. 
Out of twenty five different persons elected 
aa Vice President, live died during tbelr 
tenna of office, one of them resigned bis 
office, and four Iwcamc Pre.ident. At the 
oloae of the pi cent presidential term, there 
have beeu one hundred yean

MAXWELL ON THE STAND. 

He Te.llAe. In Ilia Own Itefenae In Keros- 
enes to lite lleulh of I'reller, 

Hr. EjOQxs, May 3tV -The defense o|>ened 
to-day In the Maxwell-Preller munlertriat 
At ten o'clock Mr. Kauutlcroy made the 
o|>eiiiug atateutent for the defense, and at 
Its coiiclu.iou the prisoner went on the 
stand and gave a detailed description of 
bla meeting I'reller, and tha latter'a death 
under the administration of chloroform. 
Uis LeHtiuioiiy wn. given naturally, and 
a lawyer would pronounce hlin n cap- 
ital witness aa far at the tieginning 
of hia testimony displayed hia nblf- 
Ity. As the story progressed the strain 
under shieh he was placed only showed 
Itself in dry lips and damp llngen. and 
when he called particular attention to 
bim."tf by stating that bo was no mon 
nervous at a certain time than he was 
while sjwaking, no one could sar that It 
would he noticeable in a casual glance. 
Htrippe.1 of its verbiage, his statement 
amounted to this: That he and I'reller 

weri k 1 friends, and that they mel in 

Ht. Louis by agreement to take a trip 
to California together; that he 
undertook to perforin n delicate operation 
upon I'reller with the latter'sconsent, and 
that he died while under the Influence of 
chloroform. Ho waa horror-stricken and 
began to drink heavily to drown hia 
trouble. Liu packed tho body lu the trunk, 
took all the money I'reller had anil fled to 
California. His eccentric nctlnna there- 
ef'.er he attributed to the exec. ive use of 
liquor. Ilie testlmnny waa aubstantlally 
the same aa hia coiifu.sion publtahcd here- 
tofore. He was on the stand up to six 
o'clock, when court adjourned.

DAMAGING TESTIMONY 



Elicited In the Maxwell-Preller Murdsr 



All Important Patsta, 
St. Lot ia, May 37.— Maxwell took tba 
witnesr stand this morning, and waa cross- 
examined. The prosecution cornered him 
in statement after statement, and utterly 
demollabed the atory he told yesterday. 
He stood convicted by himself of decep- 
tion, fraud, forgery and lying, habitually 
lying to his nearest friends to feed his piti- 
ful vanity and to gain his ignoble ends. 
Without a bluah. with an unconcern which 
ia not ao marvelous aa it is moustrous. he 
admitted to lie after lie uaiied to bis reo 
old. His testimony to-day compsred with 
that of yeaterday may be aummed up 
thus: He says: "I killed my friend 
by accident," and ret aaw him die un- 
der bis owu hand without a call for help. 
He aaya: "It waa my friend, who had help- 
ed and cheered me, that I killed by acci- 
dent." and yet robbed him of bla 
money. He says: "I was crazy with grief 
and horror," aud yet be stripped the body 
and forced It into a trunk; be slept in tba 
room with it and left It to nit In conceal- 
ment. He says: "1 loved my friend anil 
mourned for him," and yet" he mercileeelr 
drew the scalpel across bla breast ana 
branded bim aa a traitor. He says: "I 
waa ao daxod with terror and 
Borrow that I did not know 
what I waa doing," and yet he could talk of 
fast womeu, feed his vanity on monstrous 
Ilea, wear his clothing, spend bis money on 
jewelry and on wine and women, am gloat 
over bla deed while pretending to mourn 
for bis friend. He aaks the public and the 
jury to believe hla story of accidental kil- 
ling, in the light of robbery, lust and 
lying. Contradiction after contradiction 
has condemned him in the eyes of every 
one. Brooks remained on the stand 
until four o'clock, when Mr. Martin, of bis 
attorneys, went on the stand to testify as 
to his cnrros|>ondence with McCulIough. 
the detective, wbo went Into the Jail and 
wormed a confession out of the prisoner. 
Mr Martin .wore that he had no wrong mo- 
tives in the matter. A number of expert 
witnesses are yet to be examined, and It is 
expected that tba case will go to the jury 
next Tuesday. 

DROUGHT IN TEXAS. 



Cattle Dying In Forty-Klght Counties— 
Grain Crops a Failure. 

Foht Wohtii, Tax., May 37.— The unpre- 
cedented drought throughout North and 
Weat Texas continues. Heports received 
from forty-eight counties in the dry sec- 
tion show the crops to be almost entirely 
a failure. In many counties there will 
bardly be corn enough raised to re- 
place the seed, while in othen the wheat 
and oats cropa are entire fallurea. 
The oldeat aettlen aay that this is tha 
longest drought thlB season known In the 
history of Texas. In most counties there is 
no grass at all and stock water la getting 
very acarce. The migo ia not |as good now 
aa It Was in February last. In regard to 
the mortality of cattle ..it -the trails and 
tba great ranches of the West little that la 
authentic can tw obtained. Report, agree, 
however, that the plains are covered w iih 
dead carcasses, and that hundreds of bead 
are dying daily of starvation and thint. 
Many herds are too weak to be driven to 
water. 

KNIGHTS OP LABOR. 



Powderly's Plan for the In tore Govern- 
ment of the Order. 
Ci.BVxt.AM>, O.. May 37.— It is said that 
Mr. Powderly's plan for the future govern- 
ment of the Knights of I.alior Ib the eatab- 
lishment of a State Assembly. There will 
then lie four aascinhlieB. Local assemblies 
will be aubordlnate to districts, districts to 
Htateaud State to National. The schema 
provides, among other things, that no As- 
sembly but the State and National shall 
hsvo power to order either a strike or a 
boycott. If a local Assembly wants to 
order a strike it must first get the consent 
of the Diatriet and then the State Assem- 
blies. 

Canada Fitting Oat Vessels. 

Ottawa, (iwr., May 37.— In addition to- 
the $100,000 already voted tbia season for 
tho protection of the fisheries against the 
intrusion of American fishermen, the Got • 
eminent last night asked Parliament lo 
make a further grant of $50,000 to enable 
them to make the service more effective. 
In tho House of Commons to-day Hon. Mr. 
Foster, Minister of Marine, In reply to a 
question, said that six steamen and six 
Bchoouen are lieing fitted out to protect 
the Canadian fisheries. The instructions to 
the masters of these vessels are to cruiso 
around the coasts to protect the inshore 
laheriea from tho encroachments of the 
.'orelgll fishing vessels, especially those of 
the United States. 



Nova Scotian lll-Feellng Increased. 

Boston, May 37.— A Halifax a|>eclal to 
the AtlnrtiHtr saya: "The opinions of 
Portland tlshing vossel ownen, republished 
here, have created considerable excite- 
ment, aud increased the ill-feeling now lie- 
ginnlng to manifest itself. A leadiug man, 
who thoroughly undentands this question, 
said that neither Knglnnd nor Canada was 
anxious to enforce this 'barbarinua' treaty 
of Ms, but the Americans would not agree 
to appoint a commission to modify it. The 
U. 8. Congress, of their own free will and 
accord, went back to Its provisions. -What 
else ran F.ngland and Canada do,' he asked, 
•but to vigorously enforce it, just as tbey 
enforce every other treaty and luw!" 

The Foleom Party Arrive. 

Naw York, May 38.— The 6'w« says: 
"Miss Francis Folsum, bride-elect of the 
President of the United Utates, her mother 
and her undo, Mr. Benjamin Folsom. ar- 
rived in the port of New York last night. 
They came comparatively unannounced, 
hut not by any means uuwelcomed. There 
was a reyeuue cutter to meet them, aud 
they were transferred from tho steamer 
Nordlauder to the revenue cutter to »hrlll 
salutes of steam whistles and a waving of 
hats and handkerchief., quite unusual at so 
late an hour of the night.'' 



HEBR MOST GUILTY. 



An Anarchist Who Will Have a 
Grievance Now, 



And Lam Something of the Law Ho De* 



Naw Yoitx. May 38.— Herr Most waa 
brought to court this morning handcuffed 
to a thief Hia associates, Hchenck and 
Braunschweig, were with him. The court- 
room waa crow ded. Must looked very sav- 
age and soowled viciously at every person 
bis eyes f«|l upon. It was said that be waa 
groatly annoyed at the spread of the state- 
ment which the official journal of the So- 
cialistic party haa been giving publicity to, 
that for yean he (Most) was in the 
pay of the German (Jovernment,' and 
that hla presence In this country was 

for the pui | of destroying 

the labor movement hero. Adolph Hchenck. 
one of the prlsonen, took the stand. He 
stated that he understood that tho object 
of the meeting waa to adviae the use of 
arms against force, that if a blow ahould 
lie struck against them tbey should strike 
bavek. The purpose of the meeting was also 
to protest against such action aa had 
beeu taken In St. I .mi i. when hired 
deputy sheriffs shot down men and 
women. The meeting waa that of 
the International Men's Rifle Club. 
The witness said he was an Annivhist. 
He kuew the meaning of the word. Just 
now he believed in the Government of tbe 
United States. It suited him, but It did 
not suit every person else. Witness did 
not place Most and George Washington on 
an equal place in governmental affaln. 
The prisoner Braunschweig took tbe stand 
and said that ha was at work when arrested. 
When he entered the meeting Moat was 
s|M>aking, and when he nad finished tbe 
witness spoke in German for ten minutes. 
In his remarks ha declared that tbe pres- 
ence of police st a workmen's meeting in 
free America was s'lhame. He never 
mentioned anything of bombs or 

Sins. He did not know whether he was an 
narchiat or not. He agreed with a great 
many of Most's sentiments as published iu 
Frelholt. "We say oiienly we despise mor- 
ality so-called." read tbe Prosecuting At- 
torney from the Freihelt. "Do you agree 
with that aentimentl" "No, we want to 
keep morality," said Braunschweig. The 
witness did not believe in robbery, arson 
aud nmrder, and said that he was not in 
sv mpatby with those who would use force. 
But when a man was hungry and his fami- 
ly- starving, he must do something. 
The defense declared that this ended 
their case. Surprise waa expressed that 
Most did not take the stand. Most 
then addressed the Jury In hia

the whole three guilty of toe charge in tho 
Indictment — misdemeanor — and recom- 
mended Sohenck to the mercy of the court. 
The prisoner, will be sentenced on Wednes- 
day next. 

WITH A NOI SE LI KE THUNDER 

The Whole Interior ol a Mill Falls- fn- 
A Loaa of a H uiiilred Thon- 
aand Dollara. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., May 38.— Laat 
evening a terrific noise was heard in the 
Valley City Mill. On investigation it 
proved to I* the giving away of the over- 
oaded floon. The whole interior of tbe 
nnge structure fell Into tbe basement, and 
a large portion of the contents was soon 
swept away by tbe mill race out into the 
(iraud river, leaving the lofty mill like an 
empty egg shell. There were stored In im- 
mense bins in tbe second, third and 
fourth stories of tbe mills be- 
tween 15.UI0 and 30,000 bushels of wheat 
and about thirty tons of bran, all weighing 
500 tons. In the western portion of the 
building was the milling machinery of the 
moat improved and eoBtly atyles. a portion 
of it having been put In hut a year ago, at 
an expense of $l!s,O0O. All this plunged down 
into the liasement in tbe general destruc- 
tion. The timbers aud machinery in fall- 
ing broke through the west side of the 
buildiug. facing tbe river, making a gap 
in the wooden walls fifteen feet wide and 
twenty to thirty feet high. A smaller gap 
was also made in the wall on the east side. 
Tbe damage is estimated at from »SO,000 to 
$10H,is«i. The mill, were insured to the 
amount of $50,000, but tbe insurance is 
worthless, aa it onlr coven damage by 
fire. A new mill yvill lie erected at once. 
The dfaa.ter occurred by the timbers yield- 
ing in the fir.' story and forcing the up- 
rights, the whole came dow n.

application was based upon Section 3, of 
| Article 10, of the State Constitution, which 
is as follows: "Tbe legislature shall pro- 
vide by law for the establishment of dis- 
trict schools which shall he as nearly uni- 
form na practicable, and such schools shall 
be free and without charge for tutiou to 
all children between tbe ages of four and 
twenty years, and no sectarian institution 
shall lie allowed therein." 



Terrible Dynamit*. Explosion. 

Ton's Rivmi, N. J.. May 37. -The drying- 
house of the I'. S. 1»\ minute Company was 
blown to pieces to-day, by an explosion, 
and Atwood livers and John Graham, who 
were working in I he building, were instant- 
ly killed, |Hirtious of their bodlea being 
scattered one hundred yards in all direc- 
tions. Two hundred pounds of dynamite 
wore exploded. Window-glass was broken 
at Forked Hirer, thirteen miles distant, and 
doon were forced open by tbe concusaiou, 
at Warotowu, sevent een miles away.

CANADIAN SASS. 

They Will Have No Half-Way Settlement— 
American Vessela Muat Keep Away 
or go to the llottom. 
Mo.NTKKAL, yt r.., May 80.— That there Is a 
strong undercurrent feeling of jealousy 
and animosity in tbe breasts of tbe Kng- 
lUb Canadians here agaiust their Ameri- 
can cousins one who has lived here any 
length of time can not fail to discover. 
The Canadian press may declare In the 
most vehement manner that Canadians, 
without exception, have naught but tha 
kindest feelings for their Yankee neigh- 
bors, but this is not tbe fact. There- Is a 
deep seiit.-.l prejudice at present, und it is 
rapidly growing against tho United 
Htates citixens and the exports of that 
land. The North-west of tbe Dominion 
has beld up Its boundlesa acres 
of prairie land, crossed by the great 
Canadian Pacific railroad, as the par 
excellenco of all that is fertile, while the 
Western Htates are decried os being a land 
lit only for the Indian and cyclones to visit. 
Of course, this is all in tho interest of im- 
migration, and if a word, whether true or 
false, can be uttered which will tend to 
keep on immlgruut with money on this 
side of line 45 it will surely be said. This 
feeling is more due to the knowledge that 
of the land of Canada but very little is fit 
for settlement or capable of successful cul- 
tivation, for the reason that while the 
Dominion itself is larger than the whole 
territory covered by tho United 
Htates, being ao far North, hardly 
a greater number of acres can 
be planted and crop grown on account of 
the severity and length of the winters here 
and the early frosts than that embraced in 
tbe one State of Texas. The fishery ques- 
tion, now the subject of dispute, has served 
to bring this feeling to the surface, and it 
Is wonderful bow often the subject of war 
being possible is discussed at tbe homes 
and In the clubs of this and other cities of 
the Dominion. In the course of an Inter 
▼lew beld yesterday with a prominent 
member of Parliament, and who, by tbe 
way, 1b a strong Government supporter, 
he said: , "There will be no 
half way about the speedy set- 
tlement of this question. We will 
force it upon tbe Htates to declare whether 
they will keep their fishing vessels out of 
our waters or whether we shall send then 
to tbe bottom." Being asked what course 
would be followed by the Canadian cruis- 
en if tbey met with armed resistance he 
said: "The Minister of Marine has declared 
that Canada will take consequences, and 
in case of resistance then tbe ofBcen com- 
manding the different cruisen have orders 
to shoot such vessel out of the water. 
Knglnnd Is at Canada's back," be 
added significantly. The Minister 
of Marine was seen yesterday, 
and from him the following information 
obtained: There are engaged in the fishe- 
ries of Canada 59,498 men. According to 
provinces they are as follows: Nova Sco- 
tia, 30,905; Quebec, 11,833: New Brunswick, 
10,185; Ontario, 3,716; Prince Edward's 
Island, 8,535; British Columbia, 1,880. The 
sixty thousand men are employed in 1,177 
vessels of 48,738 tons measurement and 
•3,031.HH3 value, and In 38.473 boats of $853,- 
357 value. The official figures of the value 
Of the fisheries l«»t year are as follows: 
Nova Scotia, $x.3KI,933; New Brunswick, 
$4,005,431 ; Quebec, $1,719,459; P. E. Island, 
$1,393,439; British Columbia. $1,078,038; On- 
tario, $1,843,091. Total, $17,733,978. The 
most valuable fish to Canada is the cod, of 
which $4,o8h\783 worth was caught last year. 
The other chief fish were: Lobstere, $2,613,- 
731; herring, $3,475,118; mackerel, $1,504,- 
439; salmon, $1,153,348; and haddock, white 
fish, trout and sardines, from $500,000 to 
$350,000 worth. The exports of Canadian 
fish are, however, of special Interest, as tho 
figures show where the greatest trade lies. 
The fish exports last year were as follows : 
To the United States, $8,560,781; to Great 
Britain, $1,543,371 ; to British West Indies, 
$1,553,808; to Spanish West Indies, $718,956; 
to French West Indies, $180,338; to_Houth 
America, $395,047. The total Canadian ex- 
ports amount to $7,900,001. The total cost 
of the fishery service Is $153,315 per year, a 
small sum for tbe protection of an industry 
producing nearly $18,000,000 a year, and 
exporting n early $8.000,000. 

Confederate Graves to be Decorated. 

Sasi v Ky, O.. May 30.— The graves of tho 
Confederate dead on Johnson's Island, 
Lake Krie. will be decorated to-morrow by 
McMeens Post O. A. R, of this city. Dur- 
ing tho war oyer fifteen thousaud prisoners 
were confined on this Island, and mora 
than two hundred dead were buried there, 
but few of the graves being now marked. 
Congress, Southern Legislatures and 
Southern Masonic Lodges will be asked to 
appropriate money with which to improve 
the cemetery aud keep it in decent order. 

Blue and Gray Join in Strewing Flowers. 

CHAUI.E8TOS, W. Va., May 30.— About 
five hundred Confederate and Union sol- 
dion met together yesterday in this city, 
and after addresses bv ex-Congressman 
Vance, of Ohio, for the Union soldien, and 
Captain John S. Swann, for the Confeder- 
ates, a procession was formed and marched 
to the cemetery, with several wagons load- 
ed with flowers, where they proceeded to 
decorate the graves of Blue and Gray. 

Dangerous Fun. 

Newport, R I.. May 30.— Last Wednes- 
day night an attempt was made to break 
Into the store of H. G. Blauchard here. 
Since then John Branch, tho clerk, who 
sleeps in the store has kept a close watch. 
Last night the boys here thought to scare 
hint by rapping on the door with a piece of 
Iron. Thinking them burglan, the clerk 
fired three shots with a revolver, hitting 
one boy, John Alexander, in the head ana 
inflicting a very dangerous wound. 



Liberal Church Subscriptions. 

Wasiiinoton, May 30.— Tbe pastor of the 
Church of the Covenant annottuced to hia 
congregation to-day that a debt of $100,000 
still remained on the church, $40,000 had 
been raised and $60,000 was covered with a 
mortgage. A subscription was at once 
started to raise tho balance, and in thirty 
minutes $38,000 was subscribed. Justice 
Strong, of the U. H. Supreme Court, con- 
tributed $10 ,000. 

They Took the County Money.

There 
Is among the quarry nir-n a charter bear- 
ing the date of 1551. which U rigorously 
obeyed, in order to keep tnu working of 
the stone iiuarrioe in the hands of free- 
men. T\jIk> ablo to takii up one'* free- 
dom one must be the lee ,t i in.it e son of 
a freeman. He must be twenty-one 
years of age, up to w hich time his wages 
belong to nit parentn. Once during the 
year the quarrvmen meet at Corfe 
Castle town hall, and there read the 
charter, and on that occaalon— namely, 
Shrovo-Tueaday— "free boys" claim and 
take up their freedom. On Uiis morning 
a largo number of quarrvmen a.saoru- 
blod in the town hull, Corfe Castle, 
and proceeded to the election of 
officers, after which about twelve 
freemen were sworn in. Kach man has 
to sign the roll' of freemen, pay a foe of 
6a. Mil. (about fl.65), provide a penny 
loaf made on puinoae by the baker 
of the place and to buy a pot of beer. 
The man thus sworn becomes his own 
master. Should any of tho freemen de- 
sire to marry during the next year he 
has lo pay to tho stewards a "marriage 
shilling; and should he neglect to do 
this his wife loses all interest in the 
quarry, and can not take an apprentice 
to work for her. After the alaive busi- 
am was trausacled the ceremony of 
"kicking the ball" commenced. The 
ball is provided by the man who was 
last married among the freemen, mid
